Oil City Derrick Calls Attention 
to Development tn Area North­ 
east of City. 


The Oil City Derrick, in a quot-! 
ed article from the Oil and Gas 
Journal, 
gives 
Morgan 
county 
credit for a gas field at least I 
worth 
investigation. „ H ere aret 
the paragraphs; 
Some excitement prevails near 
Jacksonville, In Morgan county, 
over the finding of an excellent 
gas volume at a shallow depth of 
from 325 to 375 feet, but the 
question is lf the gas will show 


staying q u a k e s at that depth, 
like wellg in the deeper pay sands. 
These wells are west of Spring­ 
field, the capital of Illinois, and 
if the wells show their value, the 
distance for piping to the capital 
is not any great distance. 
Some 
couple of years ago Frank Byrns, 
a prominent citizen of Jackson­ 
ville. drilled In a light oil well in 
section 8, about three miles from 
tho recent completed gas wells, 
and the possibilities are for both 
a new gas producing areas as well 
as an o*.’ feld of shallow produc­ 
ers. 
As far as reported, four gas 
wells have been drilled by C. P. 
Irwin and others covering throe 
sections and all have proven pro­ 
ducers, so that the field already 
covers a distance worth looking 


after. 
Nos. I and 2 Q. O. Harris, 
section 2-15-9, of Morgan county, 
are both estimated as large pro­ 
ducers of gas and reports are 
that they show from 5,000,000 to 
10,000,000 cubic feet at the shal­ 
low depth. 
A light gas well was 
drilled in section 10-15-9, while 
the latest completion In section 
2-15-9 is estimated 
around 
3,- 
000,000 cubic feet. 
If 
these 
wrells show the volume reported 
they should attract wide atten­ 
tion.
